appointed by the Speaker of the House of Representatives on recommendation of the President of the SC
Division of the United Daughters of the Confederacy.

Founded in 1896, the SC Confederate Relic Room and Military Museum is the oldest museum in the
Columbia area. The museum focuses on South Carolina’s military history from the Revolutionary War to the
present.
